INVESTMENT NARRATIVE 

Title: Presidential Residence Protection Assistance (PRPA) Grant 
Date: October 26,2018 

Covered Agency: Town of Palm Beach Police Department 
Description of Extraordinary Law Enforcement Protection: 

Prior to and during the FY 2018 Presidential Residence Protection Assistance (PRPA) Grant 
Period of Performance the President of the United States maintained a residence in the Town of 
Palm Beach, hereto referred to as Mar-a-Lago. Prior to the 2017 Presidential Election, Mr. 
Trump and his family spent a good portion of the “season” at residence in the Town of Palm 
Beach. Since Mr. Trump’s election to President, these occurrences have not changed as might be 
expected. During the grant period, President Trump, the First Lady, their son Barron and other 
family members have frequented Mar-a-Lago for holidays and other events. In addition to the 
First Family’s visits, President Trump has held some high profile events at his home, including 
visits by the Prime Minister of Japan Shinzo Abe, Vice President Michael Pence, Chief of Staff 
John Kelly, National Security Advisor H. R. McMaster and other high-ranking members of the 
Presidential staff. 

During the FY 2018 PRPA grant period of performance, the Palm Beach Police Department 
developed approximately 12 operational plans for Dignitary Visits for the President, the 
Presidential family, and many high-profile world leaders and White House staff. Palm Beach 
staff members worked alongside and in conjunction with the United States Secret Service and the 
Palm Beach County Sheriff s Office in developing operation plans and carrying out protective 
services in accordance with USSS practices. 
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The location of the Presidential Residence in the Town promotes logistical complications, as the 
Town of Palm Beach is unique in its geography and demographics. It is a barrier island 16 miles 
long and a half-mile wide, at its widest point. The main roadway that runs north and south 
throughout the Town of Palm Beach is Ocean Boulevard (SR A1 A). The roadway is an 11.9 
mile undivided roadway, with one lane north and one lane south. This roadway encompasses the 
east and south sides of the Presidential residence in the Town of Palm Beach. To the east side of 
the road is the Atlantic Ocean, and to the west side of the residence is the Intracoastal Waterway. 

The center of town is an approximate 3.5 square mile mixed residential commercial area, which 
includes two public beaches, and a high-traffic commercial district. 

Ever since Mr. Trump began his campaign for President of the United States, the Town of Palm 
Beach has had a steady increase in curiosity seekers. This interest has multiplied since January 
20,2017 when Mr. Trump became President of the United States, and has not only attracted 
curiosity seekers, but also numerous demonstrations and protests on the road surrounding the 
Presidential Residence when the President is in residence and when he is not. 

Descriptions of Financial Burden: 

On January 20,2017 when Mr. Trump became President of the United States, the Town of Palm 
Beach was in its 4 th month of its Fiscal Year 2017 budget. Prior to January 20,2017, Mr. 
Trump’s visits to his residence during the campaign and post-election played a role in depleting 
the already established overtime budgets of the Palm Beach Police Department. With 
approximately 12 qualifying events during the current PRPA Grant period of performance, each 
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utilizing approximately 9-15 staff members per shift, the overtime budget was quickly over¬ 
expended. At Fiscal Year End (September 30,2018) the total overtime expenses related to 
activities as a result of President Trump’s Palm Beach residence were $57,613.55. The overtime 
expenses covered by PRPA grant priority 1 were calculated at $37,454.97, and the remaining 
amount of $20,158.58 was covered by PRPA grant priority 3. 


Memorandum of Understanding: The Town of Palm Beach did not enter an agreement or 
memorandum of understanding that was enacted for the purpose of security related activities 
undertaken to protect the designated residence.
